8. Little history: Caron joined the Navy from Boston, 
Massachusetts in July 1966. On July 28, 1968, was a hospital 
corpsman third class (E-4) serving as a Hospital Corpsman 
attached to the Headquarters and Service Company, 3rd Battalion, 
7th Marine Regiment, (Kilo 3/7) lst Marine Division (Reinforced), 
FMF. During a firefight on that day, in Quang Nam Province, 
Republic of Vietnam, Caron was repeatedly wounded while he moved 
between fallen Marines, rendering aid to each, but continued his 





rounds until being killed by enemy fire. [

corpsman with Company K, during combat operations against enemy 
frerces .”
